DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-5, 10, 12, 13,15-19, 21 , 22, 24, 31-36, 40, 45, and 49-63 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bullock (US 6,564,875 cited by 
applicant). 

Bullock discloses a method that includes coupling an end of a first tubular 
member 1 1 0 (or 1 30) to an end of a tubular sleeve 1 20; coupling an end of a second 
tubular member 1 30 (or 1 1 0) to another end of the tubular sleeve; coupling the ends of 
the first and second tubular members; and radially expanding and plastically deforming 
the first tubular member and the second tubular member. With respect to the depending 
claims, the reference teaches the limitations as claimed, including flange 132, retainer 
127. See also Bullock attachment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 6-9, 38, 39, 41 , and 46 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bullock alone. 

Bullock discloses the method as stated above. However, the reference fails to 
teach the sleeve comprising an external flange, the sleeve made of various claimed 
materials, and a rotating expander as claimed. With respect to claims 6-9, the claims 
would have been obvious because the substitution of one known element for another 
(external for internal flange) would have yielded predictable results to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention. With respect to claims 38, 39, and 41 , the 
claims would have been obvious because the substitution of one known element for 
another (various materials for plastic) would have yielded predictable results to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention. With respect to claim 46, the claims 
would have been obvious because the substitution of one known element for another 
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(rotary expander for cone expander) would have yielded predictable results to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention. 



Double Patenting 

6. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101 ) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

7. Claims 1-63 (applicable claims) are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as 
claiming the same invention as that of claims 1 -54 of copending Application No. 
10/510966. This is a provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims 
have not in fact been patented. 



Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 4/1 0/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that Bullock fails to teach "radially expanding and 
plastically deforming" the tubulars, which is traversed. See the entire document, 
especially the claims. See also Bullock Derwent summary attached. With respect to the 
double patenting rejection, the scope remains the same whether or not the term 
"threadable" exists.
